British Economist Sees Prospect 
Wheat Price Increase Soon 


LONDON The crop trend thru- 
out the world at last points to high- 
er grain prices. This is the cheering 
conclusion of The Economist, famoug 
statistical journal of which Sir Wal- 
ter Layton,’ economic adviser to the 
League of Nations, is editor. 

A hardening tendency, it says, a- 
propos of the Rome wheat confer- 
ence, has appeared in the markets, 
because while future harvests are 
unlikely to show increases, indus- 
trial demand should grow along with 
improvised pricey for industrial pro- 


ducts. 

While the nations’ representatives 
at Rome seek the fixing of a mini- 
mum ‘price, the economist thinks 
the best way to raise wheat values 
is not by restricting supplies trom 
exporting countries like Canada, for 
example, but by getting importing 
nations to réalize that they can 
stimulate their exports of manufac- 
tured goods if they show willingness 
to take wheat in exchange fnstead 
of stimulating its uneconomic pro- 
duction within their borders by 
high tariffs and subsidies,

Want Bassano Board of Trade to 
Support Petition for Highway East 
to Hussar and North to Wayne, 


Support of the Bassano Board of 
Trade in a petition to the pro®incial 
government to build a gravel ‘high- 
way thru Hussar was sought by the 
Hussar Board of Trade In a letter to 
the Bassano board this week, The 
letter was read atthe local board 
meeting Wednesday noon. 

The Hussar Board, in co-operation 
with the U.F.A. locals in that dis- 
trict, is asking the provincial Depart- 
ment of Public Works to extend the 
gravel road from a point on High- 
way No. 2, where it turns south to- 
wards Gleichen, east to Hussar and 
north to join the Wayne-Drumheller 
road. 

The letter suggested that if this 
road Was built there was a possibili- 
ty that another road might be built 
running south from ‘Hussar to con- 
nect up with the gravel highway near 
Bassano, and that such a road would 
be of considerable value to this 
town.
